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1. Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 : 

I. Claims 1-8, 13 and 14, drawn to a particular switching network for transporting 
TDM data via a packet switching element, classified in class 370, subclass 386. 

II. Claims 9-12, drawn to an ATM switch, classified in class 370, subclass 395.1. 
The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 

2. Inventions I and II are related as combination and subcombination. Inventions in this 
relationship are distinct if it can be shown that (1) the combination as claimed does not require 
the particulars of the subcombination as claimed for patentability, and (2) that the 
subcombination has utility by itself or in other combinations (MPEP § 806.05(c)). In the instant 
case, the combination as claimed does not require the particulars of the subcombination as 
claimed because the subcombination has separate utility such as ATM switch. 

3. Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and have acquired a 
separate status in the art as shown by their different classification, restriction for examination 
purposes as indicated is proper. 

4. Applicant's election with traverse of Group I, claims 1-8, 13 & 14 in Paper No. 20 is 
acknowledged. The traversal is on the ground(s) that the elements of independent claims 1 and 9 
both recite only the structure and functional configuration of a single controller. And the 
examiner MUST examine the entire application on the merits if the search and examination of 
the application can be made without serious burden even if the application contains claims that 
are independent or distinct. This is not found persuasive because both groups of inventions are 
independent and distinct, which requires extensive search and consideration and therefore adding 
serious burden on the examiner upon examination. To be more specific, claims 1-8, 13 & 14 are 
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drawn to a switching network for transporting TDM data utilizing at least one controller and a 
packet switching element. Claims 9-12 are drawn to a particular switching element (ATM 
switch), which requires elements of interface, multiplexer, demultiplexer, microprocessor, time 
switch processor comprising buffer and time switch controller. Both groups of inventions are 
clearly independent and distinct and requires extensive search and consideration regarding the 
particular switching element (ATM switch), and therefore adding serious burden on the examiner 
upon examination. 

The requirement is still deemed proper and is therefore made FINAL. 

5. Claims 9-12 are withdrawn from further consideration pursuant to 37 CFR 1.142(b), as 
being drawn to a nonelected group, there being no allowable generic or linking claim. Applicant 
timely traversed the restriction (election) requirement in Paper No. 20. 

6. Applicant is reminded that upon the cancellation of claims to a non-elected invention, the 
inventorship must be amended in compliance with 37 CFR 1.48(b) if one or more of the 
currently named inventors is no longer an inventor of at least one claim remaining in the 
application. Any amendment of inventorship must be accompanied by a request under 37 CFR 
1.48(b) and by the fee required under 37 CFR 1.1 7(i). 

7. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by another filed 
in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent granted on an application for 
patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent, except that an 
international application filed under the treaty defined in section 351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this 
subsection of an application filed in the United States only if the international application designated the United 
States and was published under Article 21(2) of such treaty in the English language. 
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8. Claims 1-8, 13 and 14 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by 
HONMA in U.S. Patent No. 6,009,095 (newly cited). 

HONMA discloses a network and method for transporting TDM data from an originating 
port to a destination port comprising at least one controller (2-4), each including receiving means 
(42-44, 62-64), mapping means (32-34), a switching element (1) including receiving means (not 
shown) and switching means (5), and a call server (1 1) as in claims 1-8, 13 and 14. 

9. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicant's 
disclosure. 

Yamada et al. and Caves are additionally cited to show the feature of TDM data and 
ATM cell conversion utilizing interface, cell assembly/disassembly and controller similar to the 
claimed invention.
